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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The classification of the video recording Anal Teenagers has been reconsidered and is 
altered. It is now classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes by presenting scenes of older teenagers engaged in sexual activity 
with one another and presenting this activity in a manner designed to create the 
impression that all teenagers are sexually active, and any form of sexual contact with 
teenagers is legitimate. 

The video recording presents explicit scenes of male to female sexual activity 
including fellatio and anal and vaginal intercourse and is accompanied by a narration 
that is also sexually explicit. 

The video recording is part of the Seventeen series of publications. This series is 
designed in such a manner as to make a strong association with a specific age range. 
While the ages of the male and female participants in this video recording are 
ambiguous and unable to be authoritatively determined, the context within which the 
participants appear makes it clear that the viewer is asked to categorise the 
participants as teenagers and regard this age group as being sexually active and 
sophisticated. 

Because the video recording presents older teenagers specifically as legitimate sex 
objects within a medium designed to sexually arouse an inevitably adult viewer, the 
video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. 

In reaching this decision the Classification Office has expressly taken into 
consideration the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). Section 3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 takes precedence over si 4 of 
the NZBR Act and so no further consideration needs to be given to si 4 of the NZBR 
Act. 
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
